Escaped Siberia. 

New Yorn, July 19.—Thirty immigrants, 
all Russian Jews, are in the detention bureau 
atthe barge office, awaiting the decision of 
the superintendent of immigration. It is 
probable that they will all be sent back, as 
@ach one has been “‘assisted.’’ 

Qne of the detained immigrants, Mendel 
Tiogaiski, a young man of twenty, a carpenter 
by trade, tells a thrilling story of his own ad- 
ventures and sufferings in Russia. Hé be- 
cathe a suspect, while working at.his trade in 
Riga, and to escape Siberia, which was inevit- 
able, he fled from city ito city, pursued con- 

- pantly, He was finally taken prisoner, 
beaten and treated most inhumanly, and 
prepared for Siberia, when he again managed 
to escape.

WasHInaTon, July 19.—A letter to the bu- 
teau of the American Republic says: Since 
the emancipation of slaves in Brazil the do- 
mestic service, as well as agricultural labor, in 
the republic has been greatly demoralized, and 
many families find themselves without ser- 
vants, the colored people—former slaves—re- 
fusing to work for love or money. The city 
council of Rio de Janeiro attempted to regu- 
late the domestic service by an ordinance 
which prohibited a servant from leaving a 
household without thirty days’ notice; and had 
several other equally rigorous provisions, but 
the measure has been disapproved by the min- 
ister of the interior.

MAY SOLVE THE MYSTERY. 


A Convict Claims That Two Murderers Con- 
fessed to Him. 

Deryver, Col., July 19.—A sensational story 
from Grand Junction was published today, 
which, if true, will liberate J. L. Campbell from 
the penitentiary, where he is now serving a 
life sentence. During 1885, John L. Camp- 
bell and Samuel Jones were partners in a big 
cattle ranch near Unaweep canon, Mosa 
county, Colorado. On the afternoon jof 
May 19th, Jones left the ranch on horse- 
back for Silverton, expecting to reach there 
some time the next day. Several hours 
later Campbell also left the cabin for a distant 
part of the range. Jones was never seen alive 
after leaving the house, and some days after 
his body was foundin a lonely spot, riddied 
with bullets. Campbell was arrested for the 
murder of his partner, and though stoutly 


he was convicted { 


on circumstantial evidence and sentenced to 
the penitentiary at Canon City for thirty-three 
years. During the trial Boband Ira Smith, 
two cowboys, were very zealous in their efforts 
to fasten tne crime on Campbell and were 
very indignant that he should escape with. his 
life and organized a mob to lynch him, but 
were [rustrated. . 

The boys hung around Grand Junction for 
two years when, with the aid of three men, 
they held up and robbed the Rio Grande ex- 
press train ten miles east of this place. The 
robbers were finally arrested in Utah and 
brought to Denver and lodged in jail, where 
they ‘made the acquaintance of Newt 
Vorce, a murderer from Deer Trail, who was 
awaiting his sentence. The Smiths and 
Vorce became friends, and exchanged confi- 
dences. The former were convicted of rob- 
bing the train and sentenced to a iong term in 
prison at Laramie City, Wy: and ;Vores is re- 
siding with the state’s warden at Canon City. 

Vorce now tells a story which is to the effect 
that the Smiths are the men who killed Jones, 
and that Campbell is innocent. The crime 
was committed at the instigation of other par- 
ties, who were interested in a lawsuit with 
Jones at Telluride. The Smiths also drew a 
diagram for Vorce, showing where Jones’s 
saddle, a lot of valuables, and $2,500 in cash 
are buried four miles from Speweep ranch. 
The matter will be investigated, and if found 
true, the qoveente will be asked to give Camp- 
bell his liberty. 


If FAILED TO FLOAT. 


Complete Collapse of the Burlington Alir- 
a ship Company. 

Buritmaton, Ia, July 19.—Burlington’s 
great airship company isno more. The cap- 
italists who went into the enterprise with Mr. 
Pennington became convinced there was noth- 
ing in it, and fearing to go further, concluded 
to quietly dissolve the organization. The 
company was organized some two months 
ago with a capital stock of $10,000,000, for the 
purpose of building the Mount Carmel airship, 
which has become celebrated through Mr. Pen- 
nington’s endeavors to organize companies at 
Chicago and 8t. Louis. Mr. Pennington pro- 
posed to bring an almost completed machine 
from St. Louis, Mo., and set it up here and 
continue the manufacjure of other airships, 
provided suitable buildings were constructed 
by the company. 

The machine was to carry four persons, and 
the first trip would be to New York, via 
Chicago; New York being reached in six or 
eight hours. The promoters of the machine 
upon attempting to secure subscriptions 
to stock, found the public had been reading 
the Chicago and St. Louis papers, and were 
posted on the enterprise. Some openly de- 
clared it was a scheme to float a lot of stock for 
speculative purpose. Not a dollar of stock 
was sold, hence the collapse of the concern. 

Mr. Pennington now says he will complete 
the big machine in St. Louis tn a short time, 
and start it on its trip from there. He has re- 
quested several of the Burlington company to 
be present at its initial flight. Mr. James 
Frame, the president of the company, and J, 
W. Marphy, the secretary, departed for St. 
Louis tonight, in response to the invitation.

AN UNMERCIFUL GOVERNOR. 


He Puts Hard Labor on Ship-~Wrecked 
Sailors. 

Lonpon, July 19.—Forty of the crew of the 
wrecked British ship New York have arrived 
at Liverpool. They were landed at Plymouth 
last night in a shocking plight. The New 
York sailed from Swansea on February 6th 
last, coal laden, for San Francisco. She was 
wrecked at New Year's island, in the Pacific, 
on April 20th, where one of her crew was 
drowned. The governor of Stooroop or Staten 
island, to whom the ship-wrecked men went 
for assistance, was upmerciful. He refused to 
give them clothes and compelled them, while 
barefooted, to drag lumber over the snow. 
They escaped, after five weeks, during which 
they fared shamefally, to Ooshoo, whence 
they escaped in five days to Sandy Point. The 
men are in a wmilserable condition. The 
British consul sent them home.

The Suicide of Catherine Steiner in New 
York. 

New Yor, July 19.—Catherine Jane 
Steiner committed suicide today by jumping 
down the airshaft at her home, 527 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth street. She lived 
with her husband, Frank, who is a laborer, in 
three rooms, on the fourth floor of the tene- 
ment. Mrs. Steiner, who was forty years old, 
had been ill for two weeks. Two days 
ago she showed symptons. of insanity, 
and on Thursday night she went out, saying 
she would returnin afew moments. She did 
not come back, and at 7 o'clock this morning 
@ policeman brought word that she had spent 
the night at the Morrisana police station, hav- 
ing gone there and reported that she could not 
find her way home. Mr. Steiner hurried to 
the station and took her home. 

Thereafter he stayed home from work 
to watch her, and her cousin, 
Morris Dean, assisted him. Mrs. Steiner 
eluded her watchers and climbed out on the 
fire escape, but a neighbor held her until help 
came. This was about noon, and Mrs. Steiner 
was comparatively quiet until just before 3 
o’clock, when she said she was going into the 
bedroom to lay down. Steiner and Dean fol- 
lowed. 

She went directly to the window opening 
onto the airshaft. The window was open, 
and she threw herself headlong out of it. Both 
men were near enough te seize her. Dean 
caught her skirt and Steiner seized 
her feet, but her feet slipped from his grasp, 
and her skirt was torn from her body and was 
left in Dean’s hands. Mrs. Steiner fell forty 
feet to the cellar. 

Mr. Steiner fainted, and Dean’s cries for 
help quickly filled the rooms with neighbors. 
About fifteen minutes later an ambulance, 
which had been summoned during the after- 
noon on a payeean's recommendation that 
she be sent to the Harlem hospital for treat- 
ment, rattled up to the door. The ambulance 
surgeon found his patient dead. 


THE LOCUST PLAGUE. 


Startling Story of a New Mexican Stock~ 
man. 

San Anronro, Tex., July 19.—S. P. Law- 
ton, a prominent stockman of Deming, N. M., 
has arrived here, and gives an account of the 
grasshopper ravages in the northern and west- 
ern counties of New Mexico, where, he says, 
they are doing incalculable harm. Some con- 
sider them the seventeen-year locust which 
ravaged the west during the ‘70s. The 
locusts are moving east and north in two prin- 
cipal swarms, devouring the grass on the 
ranges and leaving the alkali bare. They 
have stripped the vegetation and leaves of the 
trees, and left nothing but dry alkali earth. 
Where they have struck the Rio Grande val- 
ley, where the land is cultivated, they have 
ravaged the und of everything in sight. 
They move in bunches, four and five miles 
wide. 

One bunch has devastated Colfax and Mora, 
in the northern part of the territory, and is 
spreading into Colorado, Kansas and the pan- 
handle of Texas, while another banch will 
reach the central Texas line by winter. They 
do not make much progress after flying, but 
the eggs they lay hatch and each new batch 
flies eastward. They will keep moving in this 
way and lay billions of éggs in Texas and Kan- 
sas for next season’s hatching. It will be bad 
for the es of western To for i¢ they 
can cross New Mexico they will have no 
not reach eastern Texas next yéar soon 
to destroy the crops, but I fear for Kausas.

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CRIME IN TEXAS. 


Murder to Be Made Odious by 8 Hundred 
Hangings. 

Austr, Tex., July 16.—‘*Next year we 
shall hang a hundred.”’ This is a prediction 
from the Texas state capital. It is made by 
an official who speaks from a knowledge of 
what is going on. Texas is to have a4 cleat- 
ance of her murder docket. It will be made 
as complete as well-laid plans and firm deter- 
mination can effect. Governor Hogg has 
undertaken a mighty work. If he succeeds 
his administration will stand out as one of the 
most notable in all Texas history. Success, 
also, will nip peewee better than any statistics 
the change of public sentiment regarding the 
crime of murder. 

Texas has an appalling number of fugitive 
murderers. Ever since the war men have been 
escaping the responsibility for —- human 
life. Governor Hogg has a list of such of 
these fugitives as have been indicted. His list 
isalong one. But, undeterred by the magni- 
tude of the work, he has entered quietly a 
a campaign which wil) bring to trial within 
the next eighteen months all of these fugitives 
who can be found. 

The governor isin communication with the 
sheriffs of the counties. Descriptions of many 
of the fugitives are already in his possession. 
Late clews to their movements have been ob- 
tained in a number of cases. To expedite the 
work the governor will use money. He has 
notified the sheriffs that a reward will be given 
for every one of these murderers who can 
brought back and put on trial. 
The reward will not be large to 
tempt perjury. It will be sufficient to pay 
for the time and the expense in effecting the 
capture. It matters not if these fugitives have 
crossed the continent; if they can be located 
they will be brought to Texas within the next 
eighteen months and tried. It matters not 
hen the crime was committed. There are 
murdets twenty-five years old on the governor’s 


long list. 

the state does not hesitate to spend money 
for the capture of fugitives. In the last two 
years the rewards off for mutderers 
reached the respectable sum of $20,600. This 
money was hung uP to stimu.ate the return 
for trial of ninety-eight persons charged with 
homicide. Murder was the chief, but not the 
only, crime for which rewards were offered by 
the governor. The total amount offered in 
two years to stimulate the punishment of 
offenders was nearly thirty thousand dollars.

And Talks About the Alliance and Political 
Parties—They Merely Want Justice. 
That’s in the Ocala Piatform. 


Dr. Macune arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
afternoon. 

He came to Atlanta from Washington city, 
and is on his way to Texas. 

The doctor was seen last night and asked 
his opinion about the third party speeches 
made at the alliance rallies in Georgia. 

“Were there any third party speeches 
made?” he asked. ‘I know very little about 
the rallies, and only saw one or two short syn- 
° of the speeches. 

a Then I have nothing to do with politics 
anyhow, the newspapers to the contrary not- 
withstanding. I am an educator of the peo 
ple, and don’t fool with politics.” 

‘“‘What do you think about the third party 
feeling? What will it amount to?” 

‘‘The Farmers’ Alliance will never enter a 
third party or any other party. It is a band 
of people organized for protection, not poli- 
tics. It is seeksng to fight injustice done 
those who belong to it, and all wanted is 
justice. 

“Now if justice can not be gotten with 
either the republican or democratic party in 
rule, a member of the alliance will simply vote 
for those who will give him justice. Every 
member of the alliance may believe in the 
Ocala platform, and vote for men who believe 
with him, but that’s an individual matter. 
It isn’t the Farmers’ Alliance. . 

‘The alliance is composed of democrats, re- 
publicans and other people, all fighting for 
justice, If every member votes the democratic 
ticket, it doesn’t mean that the alliance has 
joined itself to that party. A man can be an 
allianceman and belong to any political party 
he wants to. If every member of the alliance 
joins a third party, he does it as an individual 
seeking justice for himself and fellow men. 

“TI believe that the time is rapidly coming 
when all the alliancemen will stand square on 
the Ocala platform, and if no party gives them 
this or something better they will leave any 
party forit.

An Opening Up of a Part of the System Long

sibility of the opening up of that portion of 
the street railway system extending from the 
courthouse, on Mulberry street, to Vineville, 
which has been unused for some time. 

This line 1s all ready for the cars, the poles 


and wires being in place, and everything all | 


right, with the exception of a gap about a 
quarter of a mile long on Ocmulgee street, ex- 
tending from Spring to Orange. 

Since the road was placed in 
the hands of a receiver it has, 
of course, been impossible to proceed with 
work on its line, but Judge Miller has come to 
the rescue with an order giving Receiver 
Winters permission to proceed with the work 
and make all necessary improvements. This 
Receiver Winters proposes to do as soon as 
possible, and says he can have the line in 
operation within thirty days. 

The only difficulty now existing is between 
the railroad company and the city, and isin 
reference to the right-of-way over which the 
line on Ocmulgee street is torun. Thisis over 
a portion of the city reserve, and the cit 
claims that the time has expired for the build- 
ing of the road, and insisis that permission 
will have to again be secured. It is hoped 
this obstacle will be removed and _ the 
work proceeded with at once. The line has 
been long needed, and the people are anxious 
for it. Since the old dummy service was dis- 
continued, the people in the northwestern 
portion of the city have been entirely without 
street car facilities, and the inconvenience has 
been greatly felt, and they are now particu- 
larly desirous of seeing the new electric line 
opened.

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The Trouble in Tennessee. 

Governor Buchanan doubtless acted with 
the very best intentions when he ordered 
the militia to the coal mines near Brice- 
ville, Tenn., but he now finds himself in an 
embarrassing position, 

The miners, backed by the people of East 
Tennessee, are determined that leased con- 
vict labor shall no longer compete with 
them. The newspapers declare that the 
calling out of the troops was unlawful, and 
a demand is made for the immediate annul- 
ment of the convict leases. The Memphis 
Commercial says: 


The honest miners who W®rk in the coal mines 
near Briceville have good cause for complaint and 
for taking the position of opposition to the em- 
ployment by the mine owners of convict-leased 
labor, which they have. From the testimony 
taken before the legislative committee, who last 
February inquired into and reported adversely to 
a continuance of the convict-lease system, it was 
proven that the convictsin these mines were 
worked in three-feet seams of coal, and that two 
of them, each costing the company but 27 centsa 
day, would together turn outenough coal to net 
the company $8 each day, whereas the honest 
miners, working forso much per carload, were 
put to work on eighteen-inch veins, which neces- 
sitated their lying upon their backs during every 
hour that they labored, the result to them being 
about three carloads each day, netting them 
about $1 per day. And this is the system of 
greed, of avarice and cupidity that the militia 
has been called out to defend and protect, this the 
degradation put upon labor, this the stigma put 
upon honest toilers, with whom every mechanic, 
every farmer and every man in Tennessee should 
sympathize. The convict lease system ought to 
be abolished. But whata measure of awful ret- 
ribution it would be if the miners should resort 
to violence and men innocent of all responsibility 
for the dreadful crime against civilization should 
atone for it in violent encounter and bloodshed. 


Public senjiment is inflamed from one 
end of the state to the other, and, no matter 
how the Coal Creek affair may terminate, 
the probability is that the Tennessee con- 
vict system will be revolutionized. The out- 
come of the trouble will be anxiously looked 
for.

Southern Chaingangs on Exhibition. 

The world’s fair at Chicago will have at 
least one feature that will be novel and sen- 
sational. 

With the fair will be held an international 
conference of officials of charities and cor- 
rections, and they will have a building set 
apart for the exhibition of their various sys- 
tems. It is proposed to have models of the 
best northern and western prisons, jails and 
reformatories, Side by side with them will 
be exhibited old and barbaric modes of pun- 
ishment, thus showing by sharp contrast the 
progress of the age in penal reform.. The 
average convict camp and chaingang of the 
south will be represented, and visitors from 
all parts of the country and from Europe 
will have an opportunity of studying these 
remarkable object lessons. Hon. Oscar 
Craig, of New York, who has the matter in 
charge, believes that the prisons and reform- 
atories of his state are model institutions, 
and he is anxious to contrast them with our 
chaingang methods, feeling confident that 
the verdict of the spectators will be a tribute 
to the superior civilization and humanity of 
the Sing Sing and Elmira systems. 

If the thing is conducted fairly, nobody 
will have any right to complain, But we 
haye our doubts about it. Suppose a lot of 
cranks go ahead and give exaggerated repre- 
sentations of our southorn convict camps ? 
We have been libeled in northern histories, 
and it may be that we are to be similarly 
treated at the world’s fair. Of course’ the 
managers would take no part in such a 
scheme, but, independent of their agency, 
there is room for an organized effort on a 
sectional line to show everything that is 
brightest and best in northern civilization by 
the side of southern methods in their early 
experimental stages. 

The fact is, it is dangerous to let cranks 
have much to do with this great exhibition.

people, and they generally do more harm 
than good. :

Too Businesslike. 

At last some of the republican papers are 
beginning to acknowledge the propriety of 
getting rid of Mr. Wanamaker, 

It is said that President Harrison is wor- 
ried over the matter, and The Albany Even- 
ing Journal frankly says that the adminis- 
tration cannot afford to keep the present 
postmaster general in the cabinet. 

As The Boston Herald puts it, Mr. Wana- 
maker entered politics under the patronage 
of Quay. His place is the result of a bargain 
made by Quay. The trouble is that Mr. 
Wanamaker paid a heavy price for his posi- 
tion in an indirect way, and as he has car- 
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generalship is not his property for the full 


term of four years. 

This man is altogether too businesslike. 
He does not know that a public office isa 
public trust. He seems to think that his 
transactions cannot injure him in his official 
position when they are a little less than 
felony and a little more than financiering. 
It is needless to say that this view isa mis- 
taken one. The postmaster general will 
find out before long that it is not énough to 
keep on the safe side of the law. The peo- 
ple demand of their high officials a reason- 
able degree of honesty and decency, and 
they will not tolerate in their leaders the 
sharp practices that would be allowed to 
pass almost unnoticed in disreputable walks 
of life. 

John Wanamaker has been tried in the 
forum of public opinion, and the verdict is 
against him. 


Mr. Atkinson on Silver. 

We print this morning another letter from 
Mr. Edward Atkinson. Although he varies 
his subject matter, he does not vary his at- 
titude. We have already seen that he knows 
more about the negro than any living per- 
son, and now he shows, by copious quota- 
tions from his inner consciousness, that he 
knows even more about silver than he does 
about the negro, We desire to call the partic- 
ular attention of our readers to his letter. It 
is a curiosity. There is not an argument in 
it. Knowing more about the subject than 
any other person in the world, Mr. Atkinson 
is able to'‘ignore argument. “I know,” ‘I 
know also,”’ and ‘‘I know furthermore,’”’ This 
dogmatic assertion takes the place of argu- 
ment, and those who are in favor of free 
silver are cruelly crushed by this extraordi- 
nary accumulation of knowledge and infor- 
mation. 

We are informed, in the most casual way, 
that while Mr. Atkinson knows it all, his 
knowledge is nothing to be compared to his 
power and influence in the financial world. 
When he writes on every subject, his name is 
Old Man Know-All; when he sits in his sinc- 
tum-sanctum giving audience to the worried 
and superheated business men who flock to 
him for advice from the south and all parts 
of the world, he is the big and infallible Ike. 

Under all the circumstances it would, 
perhaps, be foolish to discuss this matter 
with Mr. Atkinson. He leaves noroom for 
discussioh. His intellectuality, tooling out 
like a wagon tongue, is too thundering big 
to permit him to stoop’ to argument. He 
has, therefore, written us a letter which dis- 
poses of the whole matter finally and forever. 
The ‘‘I know’’ has knocked ‘‘You know’’ 
cold and stiff. Nevertheless,if Mr. Atkinson, 
financial caliph and prophet, has not en- 
tirely disposed of the free coinage issue, he 
leaves himself in a ridiculous position. 

The probability is, however, that his ex- 
traordinary exhibition of dogmatism is not 
as important as he thinks it is. It is cer- 
tainly not impressive. His letter is 
based on the remarkable assumption that 
silver money is not honest money, silver dol- 
lars being worth ‘‘only about seventy-five 
cents each.’’ Therecan be no argument 
on such premises. When Mr. Atkinson is 
pushed to the wall—if so great a man can 
be said to be pushed to the wall—by the 
fact that the silver dollar is as good as gold, 
he replies that, ‘‘for purposes of international 
exchange,”’ the silver dollar is not as good 
as gold, being worth ‘‘only about seventy- 
five cents.”” He means that if silver dollars 
are exported for the purpose of adjusting 
balances, they are not as good as gold. But 
who wants to export silver dollars? Silver 
dollars will buy as much in European ex- 
change as gold dollars, and Mr, 
Atkinson is aware of the fact, Surely 
it is enough to be called on to part 
with our gold whenever foreign bankers 
have an attack of the whimsies without 
making arrangements to send our silver 
abroad. Mr. Atkinson, himself, has shown 
the folly of any attempt to establish an in- 
ternational ratio for the free coinage of sil- 
ver, and the people will showthe Wall street 
doctrinaires before very long that this 
country can re-establish and maintain bi- 
metallism without any regard tot he attitude 
of the European nations, 

Mr. Atkinson gives us bare assertions with- 
out any proof. When we tell him that there 
is no truth in his assertion that the silver 
dollar is worth only about seventy-five cents, 
he replies that the silver in a dollar would 
be worth no more than seventy-five cents if 
it were remelted and shipped abroad; but 
what has this got todo with the value of 
silver dollars that are just as good in this 
country as gold dollars? Nobody is advo- 
cating free:coinage for the benefit of the 
European nations. When free coinage does 
come about,Great Britain can no longer buy 
seventy-five cents’ worth of American silver, 
and purchase a dollar’s worth of Indian cotton 
and wheat, thus forcing down the price of 
the American products to the demonetized 
silver level, Free coinage will put an end 
to this business, fa 

We must again remind Mr. Atkinson 
that at the time of the demonetization of 
silver, the bullion ina silver dollar was 
worth more than the bullion in a gold 
dollar. We desire further to remind Mr, 
Atkinson that as nothing has occurred since 
then, except the act of demoOnetization, to 
depréciate the price of silver, the repeal of 
the actand the free coinage of silver will 
restore the white metal to its old place in 
our currency, side by side with gold, and 
give tosilver bullion its old value. We 
have observed that neither Mr. Atkinson 
nor any monometallist is in possession of ar- 
guments or facts calculated to show that 
this position is not a reasonable one, We 
repeat that the depreciation of silverin this 
country is due to the act of demonetization 
passed in 1873, and that the restoration of 
the metal to its old place in the law will give 
it its old value in the currency. 

Mr. Atkinson says it is beyond his com- 
prehension how we know that he knows 
that every silver dollar coined since the pas- 
sage of the Bland-Allison act isas good as 
gold. But it is very simple. Believing that 
Mr. Atkinson is able to comprehend a fact, 
we are sure he knows that the silver dollars 
areat par with gold. He says that redemp- 
tion in gold has maintained them at par. 
What redemption in 'gold? Where is the 
law providing for the redemption of silver 
dollars in gold? There is no such law. The 
silver dollars now in circulation or in the 
treasury are as much the money of ultimate 
payment as the gold dollars, as Mr. Atkin- 
son knows very well, 

He says that thereis danger ‘‘under the 


present acts that redemption in gold will be |. 
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Atkinson’s monometallist friends are respon- 
and as wild as the fiat money men 
have ever dreamed of. It is a republican 
law pure and simple. 

This brings us to the pith and point of 
Mr. Atkinson’s boycott scheme as applied to 
the sonth. After-referring to the danger 
‘under the present acts,” and using the 
language which we have just quoted, he 
goes on to say that ‘‘it is the fear of that’’ 
(the depreciation of the silver dollar by 
reason of “the present acts”) ‘‘which 
renders it difficult or impossible for the south 
and southwest to borrow capital at long 
dates for the extension of legitimate work.”’ 
Mr. Atkinson then goes on to show that the 
gold menof the east—the capitaliste—are 


account of the present vicious law conceived 
and passed by the republicans. 

We do not propose to discuss with our 
correspondent the nature and extent of this 
boycott or the reasons for it. We may say 
to him very franklythat if the eastern 
capitalists desire to engage in such tactics in 
the hope of staying the movement for free 
coinage they are making a big mistake. The 
movement will proceed just as if there were 
no financial boycott. It is a movement 
against a bigger financial boycott than the 
east can inaugurate, and it will win. The 
people of the country propose to restore 
silver to the place it occupied in our cur- 
rency from 1792 to 1873. In view of this 
fact Mr. Atkinson and his friends may as 
well proceed with their boycott. 

In at least one of his illustrations our 
correspondent is unfortunate. Confederate 
notes were never made legal tender. They 
were good only so far as people might be 
ready to receive them in payment of debts. 
We think, indeed, that the whole tone of 
Mr. Atkinson’s letter is unfortunate—his 
assumption of infallibility, his dogmatic as- 
sertions, and his threat of a financial boy- 
cott. These things do not comport with the 
reputation which Mr. Atkinson has achieved 
as a writer and thinker.

He reasoned that if he could in- 
crease the number of vibrations far above that de- 
gree greatly increased effects would be obtained. 
He constructed a machine that gave him 20,000 
vibrations a second, and his results were truly 
marvellous. He finally obtained as high as 35,000 
vibrations a second, and then, by the adoption of 
a simple apparatus, he secured a current with a 
rate of vibration like that of a spark from a 
static frictional machine, amounting to millions 
in asecond! The most immediate practical result 
is a method of lighting which promises to revolu- 
tionize present successes, since it does away with 
all wires in direct connection with lamps. For 
instance, in illuminating a room allthat is re- 
quired is to bring the wires from the central sta- 
tion into connection with two large sheets of 
metal, one;on either side. Metallic wallpaper 
might be employed. Then, by the principle dis- 
covered, glass tubes properly exhausted are made 
to glow brightly through the induction thus pro- 
duced, and they can be moved freely about the 
room like any lamps. Itissaid that this inven- 
tion ll not make wholly useless the present 
meth of lighting, for, although the existing 
forms of lights will be replaced, the wires for dis- 
tribution from central stations, together with 
much of the machinery now in use, will still be 
required.”

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ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES OF THE 
BARCLAY MISSION YESTERDAY. 


What Has Been Done in Seven Years—Over 
Three Hundred and Sixty Converte—The 
“Osgood Sanders Mission.” 


There was an interesting service at the 
First Methodist church yesterday morning. 

It was the seventh anniversary service of 
the Barclay mission, or as it will be known, 
the “Osgood Sanders mission.” . 

The mission Sunday school, headed by Mr. 
John Barclay, was present and occupied the 
front seats. 

A large congregation who were interested in 
the mission was present. 

The services were begun by the reading of 
scriptures by Rev. W. D. Anderson, and after 
prayer the services were conducted by Mr. 
Barclay, of the mission. 

A beautiful song by the school was the first 
thing, and then Mr. Barclay spoke for about 
forty-five minutes, giving the history of the 
mission. ~ He reviewed the history of the mis- 
sion from the first Sanday when it was started 
in an old box car up tothe present time, and 
reported great results. He spoke of the 
changes that had taken ‘place, the success and 
difficulties that they had met, and how, by 
trusting to God for help, they had always 
been relieved and helped just in time, 

“I am impressed today,’’ said Mr. Barclay, 
*‘with the rapidity of the flight of time. There 
are numbers of children in our infant class 
over there that were not born when this mis- 
sion was started—and yet it seems but as yes- 
terday to me.” 

He related ina very touching manner the 
connection of Mr. Osgood Sanders with the 
inission. 

“He was a noble, generous-hearted man,” 
said Mr. Barclay, ‘‘and he had his faults, as 
we all have. I have seen him with his arms 
about a fallen brother, shedding tears.’”’ He 
then told of his first visit to the mission. 

‘It was one day,’’ said he, ‘‘when the meet- 
ing was led by Mr. Henry Hillyer. I well re- 
inember the occasion. I met him at the door, 
and, although I did not know him, I welcomed 
him, and told him I was glad to see him there. 
‘I wouldn’t have been here,’ he answered, 
**but I met Henry Hillyerfoday, and he told me 
to come down here,’ as he was going 
to preach his first sermon. We 
were boys together—Henry and I— 
but he has mado a good Christian man, while 
I have not cared much about Christianity.’ 
He was deepiy impressed with our surround- 
ings and Mr. Hillyer’s talk, and came back 
again and again, and finally became one of our 
most earnest and consecrated workers.” 

Mr. Barclay told of the present standing of 
the mission tinancially. He stated that Mr. 
Hemphill had given a lot for the mission, and 
$2,000 in money had been subscribed, and it 
was hoped that they would be able to begin 
work in ashort while, 

After Mr. Barclay’s address, which was 
listened to with the deepest interest, Dr. Mor- 
rison arose and said that considering the late-

EDWARD ATKINSON AND SILVER. 


31 MILK STREET, Boston, July 9.—Editor Cone 
stitution: In the matter of silver, having refer- 
ence to your rejoinder of Jujy 2d, under the 
caption of ‘Mr. Atkinson on Free Coinage,” you 
gather that I disapprove of the term “whimsical 
chatter.” Not at all. If that is your style of 
financial discussion, you are wholly entitled to 
make use of the term. I should not use it if I 
were in your position, when dealing with the 
views of any person whose title to write upon the 
subject had been in any manner recognized. 
You, however, apply this term to my statement in 
Bradstreet’s that the ‘“‘main cause of distrust 
at thistimeisthe continued coinage of silver 
dollars, worth only about seventy-five cents each.” 
You remark that ‘if this isn’t whimsical chatter, 
itis something worse.” Let us deal with that 
dogmatic assertion on the Socratic method. 

There are two statements in that paragraph. 
First, the statement that the ‘main cause of dis- 
trust at this time, is the continued coinage of 
silver dollars.” Is this true or not? Thatisa 
question of fact. A very large number of southern 
business men who have visited New York and 
Boston within the last few months for the pur- 
pose of obtaining loans on solid and substantial 
southern enterprises (not boom towns or specula- 
tive land companies), but railway, town and city 
undertaking, mining operations aud the like, ofa 
solid quality can give you exact information upon 
this subject. 

I know exactly what their experience has been, 
Since the solid vote of the southern senators for 
the continued coinage of silver dollars (which, so 
long as they are redeemed by the United States in 
gold, serve the purpose of currency as well as a 
beer nanaagane but are yet worth only their value in 

ullion when dealt with on their own value), 
nearly every person engaged in negotiating loans, 
whether banks or banking institutions under 
their control, or as agents for foreign capitalists, 
have refused to consider the propositions for 
loans which have been submitted tothem. They 
have in very many cases assigned as the reason of 
their refusal ‘‘their distrust of the credit of those 
who advocate borrowing on a gold basis, with the 
prospect of paying ultimately, at the terminytion 
of a long loan, on a_ Silver _ basis.’ 
Whether these large bankers and bank presidents 
+ are as competent as the editor of Tuk OonsTITu- 
TION to manage Capital is a question for them and 
those who entrust them with their capital to de- 
cide, and not for the editor of THE CONSTITUTION. 
The editor of THE CONSTITUTION may be a inas- 
ter of finance; he may be as sure of the grounds 
of his opinion as he appears to be in the editorials 
which be publishes, but un the question of tact as 
to whether the “main cause of distrust at this 
time”’ is or is not ‘the continued coinage of silver 
dollars,’”’ he appears to me to be under the neces- 
sity of making further inquiry. 

The second statement in the paragraph quoted 
as ‘‘whimsical chatter’ is that .the silver dollar 
was worth at the time of writing “about 
seventy-five cents.” Your comments upon this 
matter also indicate a great lack of information. 
The silver dollar for purposes of international ex- 
change is worth exactly what the silver in it will 
bring after it is melted; no more and no less, the 
international standard of value being gold. 

According to tle definition of what good mon 
is, given by Mr. Henri Cernuschi, the leading ad- 
vocate of bi-metallism in Europe, to-wit: “Onl 
that is ee money of which the pdullion is wort 
as much after it 18 melted as it is in the con,” 
the silver dollar now coined by the United States 
is bad money, except it be kept good by redemp- 
tion or conversion into gold under the laws of 
United States as they arenow. You allege that I 
(Mr. Atkinson) “know perfectly well that 
every silver dollar that has been coined 
since the nassage of the Bland-Allison act is as 

ood as a gold dollar.” How you know that I 
sew this is beyond my comprebension. I know 
that such is not thg fact, but l also know that re- 
demption in gold has maintained the domestic 
value of the silver dollar in circulation at par in 
gold. But I also know that there is danger, under 
the present acts, that redemption in gold will be 
carried tothe exteat of rendering it impossible 
for the treasury of the United States to continue 
such redemption. When that comes, if it comes 
at all, any one who knows anything about mone 
matters knows that the silver dollar wiil depreciate 
to whatever may be its value in bullion in ratio to 
gold, and that there may then be a severe con- 
traction or disruption of all credit. 

It is the fear of that which is now rendering it 
difficult or impossible, especially for the south 
and southwest, to borrow Capital at long dates for 
the extension of legitimate work, that trust is 
a potent element in the want of activity in busi- 
ness, Which accounts for the low prices of cotton, 
woolandiron. Do you expect the farmers to sus- 
tain you when they find out that the course which 
you en is one of the main causes of low

They will not lend money now as poor as 
gold on bond or mortgage, but they will buy land 
which is now selling at a very low price because 
the owners cannot borrow on bond or orteags 
payable in silver. A few years hence these shrewd 
men will own the land and those who take the 
Pe will either own that or what they can get 

or it. 

May I venture to wind up this chapter with a 
little story? A gentieman of considerable prop- 
erty bought a very costly horse which he pres- 
ently showed to his colored servant, and he asked 
him what he thought about his purchase. The 
colored brother responded in this way: “It 
*minds me, massa, of an old sayin’. I disremem- 
ber de first part but de Jast part of : dat sayin’ is 
~—and his moneyis soon parted.” Do yOu not 
think that any northern or European 
banker, or capitalist who is nowin possession ot 
capital worth its value in gold, who should lend it 
on long terms under the threat of being paid im 
silver dollars bythe vote misrepresentatives of 
the states in which he lent it, would be likely to 
have an observer apply to the 
whole of the proverb to him of which 
the colored groom had Songovten the first part? 
lt happens cowever, that these bankers are not 
fools and they do not part with their money on 
discredited obligations. 

Please be careful in giving your answer to this 

uestion to state the terms of your reply in a very 
clear manner. Would not a capitalist who now 
has his capitalon a gold basis be a foolto part 
with it on a promise that it may be paid in ‘cheap 
money?” I really want an answer to this ques- 
tion because it may fall toime to advise owners of 
capital in this section and in England as to where, 
in what manner, and on what terms their capital 
may be safely placed in the soutb. 

I have been consulted on that int many 
times and undoubtedly I shall be consulted again. 
At present my advice to those who come to me is 
this: Get bargains in southern timber and ore 
land, provided you are sure of a good title, and 
hold on_tothe land until ices question is 
settled. If free coinage under present acts of legal 
tender is granted, you may then be able to recover 
the gold that you have expended or its equivalent 
from the rise in the price of land on a silver basis, 
now unduly depressed’ by the threat of free coin- 
age, only you may have to waita ae time for 
any ise for the land. Thus you may be able to keep 
your property unimpaired. If you now lend on 
and, mines, railways, town or city bonds, unless 
they are made payable in gold or its equivalent, 
you willruna very great risk of depreciation, 
which it would be very foolish to incur. 

On the other hand, I have had reason within the 
last few days to state to some inquirers that the 
really solid men of the south fully comprehended 
the folly of those who advocate cheap money, or 
the free coinage of silver dollars of full legal ten- 
der, and in more than one of the southern states 
which are on a solid basis business men have it in 
contemplation to combine and to put their busi- 
ness at once upon a gold st wdard by their own 
yoluntary act, in order to maintain their 
own credit and to avoid the _ discredit 
which has been cast upon them through the acts 
of their misrepresentatives and of the senators 
who now occupy places in the senate from their 
respective atates, I have been anticipating such 
a moye asthisin your own city, where the solid 
sense of the business community, as I have reason 
to believe, isentirely against the position taken 
by THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION. Perhaps you 
bad better advise with them on this suggestion. 
The city that now leads off in refusing to sustain 
acts to its own discredit, and which gives assur- 
ance of payment at the present standard, will take 
avery long lead, and may restore activity and 
enterprise in its own section. Atlanta aspires to 
take the lead. Why not act now? Yours 
truly, EDWARD ATKINSON.

The eternal is 
fundamental, it underlies the years. 
It is a generic term embracing all calendars, and 
dates and seasons. 

Standing on theshores of Pensacola bay one day 
the thought occurred to me, as I looked tothe 
narrow confines that inclosed it, that the same 
waters which broke at my feet, washed in turn the 
shores of ali lands. 

This world isa star to all who live in the sur- 
rounding worlds. 

The minntes and meuee bare break on our 

irits are but the waves of eternity. 
in Jesus Christ the eternal life was disclosed. 

He was the eternal oe let down from heaven. 

e was in time, but timeless. 

“hn the Canary islands there is the Teneriffe, with 
its peak of Teyde rising up 12,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. The waves and storms piay 
around its base. They change, rise and fall. They 
follow the phases of the moon, and vary with the 
seasons, but Teneriife’s ope — kDOWS nO 
anges. Itis dateless and timeicss. 
wep the rise and fall of empires, the tri- 
umphs and decays of peoples, the changes of the 
years, Jesus Christ rises up beautiful, majestic, 
eternal. There are no datesin Him, no seasons, 
no variations. He is the same yesterday, today 
and forever. To Him athousand years are the 
game asone day, and one day as a thousand 
years. 

The elements of His character defy the disin- 
tegrating effects of the centuries. There is no 
death in Him, no cemetery, no suggestions of the 
tomb. His life constitutes the realm of everlast- 
ing summer. In Him the stars never go down 
and the flowers never wither. 

Whoever believes Him, opens his finite 
life to receive this infinite eterpal 
life, is by that life caught and transfigured 
and fixed in everlasting permanence. 
Belief here is not intellectual assent; it is bring- 
ing the human life into such relations with the 
etegval Christ life as that it is made over to Hipp 
as an amending possession. 

Allthe elements of it are eternal. Its justice, 
mercy, truth, love, and wisdom. These are ail 
dateless and timeless possessions. They did not 
come in with the years; they will not go out with 
the years. The man who appropriates these, 
feeds on them, assimilates them as through faith 
in Christ. He sees thein; becomes by the process 
eternal. He is everlastingly held and conserved 
by them. Through association and _partici- 
pation in these elements, as he finds them 
concrete and complete in Christ, he becomes a 
citizen of eternity. Whoever believes Christ, 
enters into His life, receives it into himself, with 
eternal life. He shall not come into judgment. 
He hath passed out of the realm of death into the 
realm of life. Thereis about such a life the Sig- 
nificance of eternity and the sacredness of the di- 
vine nature. He is then God’s child and is forever 
to share into God’s life. 


At St. Philip's. 


The services at St. Philip’s church yesterday 
were led by the rector, Dr. Tullius C, Tupper, who 
delivered an interesting discourse. 

His text was: “For our light affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh out for us afar 
more exceeding and eternal weight of glory.” 
II Cor., Iv, 17. 

The subject was: “Affliction a wealand nota 
woe.” 

Not indifference to affliction does the apostle 
teach us, for “tas chastising seemeth to be joyous 
but grievous ;” but that when the heart is bowed 
down by woe. The pressureis light when com- 
ared with the weight of glory it worketh out 


or us. 

The night of aftliction gives way to the dawn of 
gladness. The morning of glory if affliction is 
taken and received in the providence of God, by 
faith as a viaticum to help to realize the duties 
and meet the responsibilities of life, both;in sea- 
sons of adversity and prosperity. Affliction is 
the unguent that heals the wounds brought on by 
our own mistakes, or through the actions of oth- 
ers; the balm that soothes the bleeding heart, 
the cement that binds together hearts severed by 
cruel words and welds together the broken chain 
of friendship and of lave. 

As the sweetest berries grow upon the sharpest 
thorns, so we pluck our best comforts from the 
vers midst of our trials. As hounds follow 
easily the scent before the dew. be 
risen, 80 God teaches us by our sorrows, while 
tear-wet, to follow on our loved ones who have 
gone before. 

Affliction is the furnace that burns to ashes old 
teuds, from which arise Phenix-like the angel of 
love and reconciliation, bringing families and 
friends together whose enmities had kept them at 
variance. it is the crucible that tries the gold of 
our faith and brings out the pure metal forgive- 
ness. ‘lhe flower, divested of its thorns, from 
which is emitted its richest and sweetest fra- 
grance of peace and hope and joy. 

Put thy hand, sofrowing one, into the palm 
of the one wounded for thee—the alm 
of the infinite Savior. He will press thee with the 
warmeth of love, the welcome of gladness, and 
teach thee by the blood that flows from pierced 
wounds He received for thee, that with all thy 
sorrows, with all thy sins, He will care for thee 
and put thee amidst the peace and safety and 
glory of His eternal love. 

Atthe conclusion of the service the Funston 
Memorial Society of the church, organized 
jast March for the purpose of extinguish- 
ing the debt of the church, laid 
$800 on the altar as a result of their labors up to 
thistime. Having done so much in a few months 
time, the indications from the interest in the 
parish that is now felt are that they will soon 
accomplish the object they had in organizing.

The second general 
truth is that man isa personal soul, This is also 
denied by higher evolu:ionists, and other men 
are often troubled and befogged by these scien- 
tific sophisims. 

But we are conscious of our personality, and 
consciousness is the ultimate and last appea! that 
we can have. As Paschal states that the 
human soul, being conscious, is greater than 
all matter, because of its consciousness, 
The general truth is that this personal soul has 
intimate relations with this personal God. Promi-

The 
Greek tongue, the most polished and refined lan- 
guage of antiquity, was then universally 
employed. In addition to that -the great 
Roman empire was at the zenith of its 
power and afforded protection to any who wished 
to proclaim the gospelin anyland. Furthermore 
the Jews had then dispersed and could be found 
‘with copies of the old testament in their syna- 
gogue worshipping the unknown God. These three 
facts combined to make the first century most fa- 
vorabie for the dissemination of God’s word. 
But this only lasted a short time, for soon the 
Roman empire fell, petit nations arose and perse- 
cutions began, all of which Be sms the way for 
the great reign of terror and ignorance, known as 
the dark ages. A favorable opportunity has

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JEWISH PEDDLERS. 


Atlanta Jews Talk of Introducing a Bill in 
the Legislature to Prevent Molestation. 

Many of Atlanta’s Jewish citizens are talk- 
ing about having a bill presented before the’ 
legislature in reference to Georgia’s law about 
peddling. 

The law as it is, an act of 1890, puts a tax of 
$25 upon traveling venders of patent or pro- 
prietary medicines, special nostrums, jewelry, 
paper, soap or other articlesof like character, 
in each county where they may offer such ar- 
ticle for sale. 

The point made by those who are talking of 
having the bill introduced is that it is not the 
true intention of the law to tax poor peddlers 
who are driven from their homes in Russia 
and who are now making a living the best 
they can by peddling small articles, such as 
stockings, handkerchiefs, laces, notions, etc. 

Said one yesterday: 

*‘T am sure the law can’t refer to them, yet 
every day these poor beings are molested by 
some shark calling himself a marshal, sheriff, 
or bailiff who takes the fellow’s goods and 
money, leaving him penniless and without 
means to make a living. 

‘In many instances these peddlers cannot 
— English and do not know who took their 
effects. 

“I don’t believe the law refers to these poor 
fellows, and what we want to do is to hava the 
legislature state what is meant and give these 
— a chance to make a living in the 
Ss * ed 

This seems to be the opinion of many of the 
Israelites and some steps will probably be 
taken in the matter.
